The Big Family of Legumes 





A Pictorial and Descriptive Listing of Most of the Important Kinds and Varieties 


AN used leguminous plants to 
| \ / enrich the soil centuries before 

he knew what made them use- 
ful. Records from the oldest civiliza- 
tions of Egypt and eastern Asia demon- 
strate the ancient use of various Old 
World beans, peas, vetches, soybeans, 
and alfalfa. One of the early Greek 
botanists, Theophrastus, in summariz- 
ing much that had been learned up to 
his time, which was the third century 
before Christ, wrote of leguminous 
plants “reinvigorating” the soil and 
stated that beans were not a burden- 
some crop to the ground but even 
seemed to manure it. The Romans laid 
emphasis on the use of leguminous 
plants for green manuring; they also 
introduced the systematic use of crop 
rotations, a practice that was forgotten 
for a time during the early Middle 
Ages. 

In the Americas as well as the Old 
World, there was a well-developed na- 
tive agriculture that had not neglected 
the indigenous legumes. When Colum- 
bus reached the West Indies, he was 
much impressed by cultivated fields of 
corn, sweetpotatoes, cassava, and pea- 
nuts, the last a legume. The early 
European immigrants found the In- 
dians of the Atlantic coast raising na- 
tive legumes with their corn. In the 
Southwest, beans such as the tepary 
bean were cultivated, and wild legumi- 
nous seeds were ground and eaten by 
the Indians, the mesquite being a sta- 
ple food of many tribes. Legumes are 
second only to the cereal grasses as 
sources of human food and animal for- 
age. 

The Leguminosae of the world in- 

cludes some twelve to fifteen thousand 
species and is surpassed in numbers by 
only one other plant family, the Com- 
positae, with about twenty to twenty- 
five thousand species. The grasses of 
the world, so important agriculturally, 
embrace probably 10,000 species, and 
great expanses of grassland in every 
continent constitute one of the world’s 
major vegetation types. Legumes and 
composites, however, usually occur as 
scattered secondary components of the 
native vegetation. Although no ex- 
haustive check list has recently been 
compiled, it is estimated that there are 
nearly 2,000 species of leguminous 
plants native to the United States. Many 
foreign species are naturalized here, 
.and about 50 legumes, mostly intro- 
duced, are grown in this country as 
commercial crop plants. Many exotic 
and some native legumes are cultivated 
as ornamentals. 

The large number of leguminous 
plants to be found in the United States 
necessitated some selection. Strictly

ornamental plants are excluded. The 
species treated are: (1) Those that 
have actually been used to control ero- 
sion or are unusually promising for 
their erosion-control value; (2) those 
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with known records of use by wildlife; 
and (3) those of significance to the soil 
and wildlife conservationist for some 
other particularly pertinent reason. 
However, both native and introduced 
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legumes in all parts of the United 
States have been considered in compil- 
ing the list. (Although Mr. Graham's 
original paper included a list of 400 
species, the list here is condensed into 
127, all illustrated, which include most 
of the legumes used in agriculture and 
sold commercially as seed.—Ed.) 

The following pages present informa- 
tion about legumes and their usefulness 
in soil conservation. It is not a nur- 
sery handbook, nor is it a botanical 
manual. For identification the reader 
must refer to manuals covering the re- 
gion in which he is working; conse- 
quently, no keys are included and only 
synoptic facts of botanical description, 
growth, and range are given. 

The Leguminosae, including trees, 
shrubs, and herbs, constitutes a plant 
family of world-wide distribution. The 
flowers vary from regular form, with 
the sepals and petals alike, to a highly 
irregular form in which they assume 
the shape of the typical pea flower, 
with the five petals highly differen- 
tiated. In the pea flower the upper 
petal forms the broad standard or ban- 
ner; the two lateral ones, more or less 
parallel with each other, form the two 
wings; and the lower two are united 
into the keel. By far the greater num- 
ber of species in the family have flowers 
exhibiting some modification of this ir- 
regular form. The arrangement of the 
stamens likewise varies. They are us- 
ually distinct and frequently numerous

in the regular flowers, but in the irreg- 
ular blossoms they are usually 10 in 
number, united at the base and clus- 
tered within the keel of the flower. 
Although there are marked differ- 
ences in the flowers, the chief character 
that associates various leguminous 
plants is the type of fruit, the pod or 
legume characteristic of the Legumi- 
nosae. This fruit is developed from a 
simple pistil, and at maturity usually 
splits along two opposite longitudinal 
sutures. Frequently it splits with con- 
siderable force the two halves twisting 
and throwing the seeds some distance. 
The leaves of legumes vary fully as 
much as the flowers, for although usual- 
ly alternate, they may be simple, tri- 
foliolate, palmately or digitately di- 
vided, or variously pinnate. Simply pin- 
nate leaves may have even or odd num- 
bers of leaflets, hence the terms ‘‘even- 
pinnate” and “odd-pinnate.” Odd-pin- 
nate leaves may have the terminal leaf- 
let transformed into a tendril, as in the 
garden pea. Pinnate leaves may be fur- 
ther divided into twice pinnate, or bi- 


pinnate, leaves or still further into 
thrice pinnate, or tripinnate, forms. 

Three subfamilies, distinguished 
largely on the basis of flower differ- 
ences, are recognized in the Legumi- 
nosae. In each of these subfamilies, the 
genera listed in this publication are as 
follows: 

Mimosa subfamily, Mimosoideae 
(small regular or nearly regular flow- 
ers, usually in many-flowered clusters) 
embracing Acacia, Albizzia, Calliandra, 
Desmanthus, Leucaena, Lysiloma, Mi- 
mosa, Neptunia, Pithecellobium, Pro- 
sopis, and Schrankia. 

Cassia or senna subfamily, Caesal- 
pinioideae (large, usually somewhat ir- 
regular flowers, usually not in clusters) 
embracing Cassia, Ceratonia, Cercidium, 
Cercis, Chamaecrista, Gleditsia, Gym- 
nocladus, Hoffmanseggia, Parkinsonia, 
and Poinciana. 

Pea or bean subfamily, Papilionoideae 
(very irregular flowers typical of the 
family, such as the pea flower) embrac- 
ing all other genera. 

The Krameriaceae, which is included 
because it is frequently treated with 
the Leguminosae, differs from that fam- 
ily, among other characters, by the fact 
that the fruits do not split open as do 
legumes. 

The scientific nomenclature employed 
in this publication conforms with the 
International Rules of Botanical No- 
menclature. The only new nomencla- 
ture proposed is the combination Cen- 
trosema arenicolum.

Acacia greggii Gray (CATCLAW ACACIA) 
—A drought-resistant shrub or small tree 
with short curved spines and dense cylin- 
drical clusters of fragrant cream-yellow flow- 
ers. It is known also as long-flowered cat- 
claw, devil’s claw, Gregg acacia, paradise 
flower, Texas mimosa, and ufia de gato (claw 
of cat). The species occurs from Texas to 
California and grows best on dry, sunny, 
well-drained sites. 

Aeschynomene virginica (SENSITIVE 
JOINTVETCH )—An erect herbaceous annual 
2 to 5 feet high with pinnate leaves and 
rather large reddish-yellow flowers. It oc- 
curs along river banks throughout the Coast- 
al Plain from Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
to Florida and Louisiana and is also known 
as shy-leaves. It prefers moist light soil 
and is a common rice-field weed. 

Albizzia julibrissin Durazzini ( SILK - 
medium-sized tree, with silky 
heads of pink flowers, native to warm tem- 
perate Asia from Persia to Japan. It is a 
hardy ornamental grown in the United States 
as far north as Washington, D. C. In the 
Southern States it is commonly called mim- 
osa. Because of its rapid growth, attractive, 
finely divided leaves, and odd flowers it is 
widely used as an ornamental. 

Alhagi camelorum /isch (CAMELTHORN) 
—A low spiny shrublike perennial with 
bright red flowers, native from the Caucasus 
to the Himalayas. It has been introduced 
to this country within the past 25 years and 
is now adventive in the Southwest and south- 
ern California, especially in date plantings 
and alfalfa fields. The plant is apparently 
relished by horses. It is an aggressive spe- 
cies, reproducing by seeds and deep root- 
stocks. 

Alysicarpus vaginalis DC  (ALyCECLOo- 
VER)—A native of the East Indies now grown 
as a summer cover crop in parts of Florida, 
where it reseeds annually and so maintains 
a perennial cover. It is adapted to dry, 
sandy loam soils and is useful as a hay and 
pasture plant. It is a creeping annual with 
stems 1 to 3 feet long, unifoliolate leaves, 
varying greatly in shape, but usually broadly 
ovate and about 1 inch long, and crowded 
racemes of 6 to .12 rosy or pale-purple 
flowers. 

Amorpha fruticosa | (INpIGoBUSH)—A 
very variable branching shrub up to 15 feet 
in height, with spikes of white to blue or 
deep purple flowers. It is also known as 
bastard-indigo and river-locust. It has been 
much planted in the Great Plains, where it

PLUM)—A decumbent perennial, once so 
abundant as to tinge the prairies with the 
violet-purple color of its flowers and pods. 
It is still common on the prairies and plains 
from Montana to Tennessee and New Mex- 
ico and it has been locally cultivated as a 
forage crop. It is also known as buffalo pea 
and is relished and easily exterminated by 
livestock: the pods have served in times of 
stress for human food.

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Description of Legumes 


Baptisia tinctoria (YELLOW WILD-INDIGO) 
—A branched yellow-flowered perennial herb 
of dry sandy soil throughout the Eastern 
States. It is a pioneer plant on burned-over 
pine land. Indigo dye is obtained from this 
species, as it is from certain other species 
of the genus. The root and sometimes the 
herb are used medicinally, and the young 
shoots are eaten like asparagus. 


Calliandra eriophylla Benth (FALSE- 
MESQUITE)—A spreading shrub about 2 feet 
high, also known as mesquitillo, bastard mes- 
quite, and fairy duster, which occurs from 
western Texas to California, 


Cassia tora L (SICKLE SENNA)—A gla- 
brous annual about 2 feet tall, with yellow 
flowers sometimes 1 inch broad. It occurs 
along river banks from Pennsylvania to In- 
diana and Missouri, south to Texas and 
Florida. A common weed in our Southern 
States, it is also found throughout the Trop- 
ics, and is sometimes called low senna. Be- 
cause of its vigorous growth, it has been 
recommended as a green manure plant in 
Texas. 


Cassia occidentalis  (Corrre sENNA)— 
A. much-branched yellow-flowered glabrous 
annual 4 to 6 feet tall. It occurs from Vir- 
ginia to Missouri, south to Florida and 
Texas, and in the Tropics of both hemi- 
spheres. Although often considered a weed, 
this plant is of possible value as a sand 
binder in the Southern States, for it grows 
well in sand and is very heat- and drought- 
resistant. 


Cassia marilandica L (AMERICAN SENNA) 
—A little-branched pubescent perennial herb 
3 to 8 feet tall. 


Caragana arborescens Lam (SIBERIAN 
PEA-TREE)—A shrub or small tree up to 20 
feet in height, with bright-yellow ornamental 
flowers. It is best adapted to sandy, alka- 
line soil and sunny situations of the north- 
ern Great Plains, and is rather easily propa- 
gated by seeds, root cuttings, or layers. 


Centrosema virginianum (L) Benih 
(PIEDMONT BUTTERFLY-PEA) — A perennial 
twining vine with large axillary lavender 
flowers, sometimes cultivated and easily 
grown, blooming the first season from seed. 


Cercidium floridum Benth (BLUE PALO- 
VERDE)—A drought-resistant compact tree 15 
to 25 feet high that occurs in sandy washes 
or depressions in southern California and 
Arizona. 


Ceratonia siliqua - (Caros)—A beauti- 
ful drought-resistant evergreen tree with 
broad glossy dark-green leaves, native to 
the eastern Mediterranean region. In this 
country it is grown largely as an ornamental 
and shade tree in southern Florida and Cali- 
fornia, although in California at least the 
pods are locally ground for cattle food. 


Cercis canadensis L (EASTERN REDBUD) 
—A tree up to 40 feet, occurring throughout 
the United States east of the ninety-eighth 
meridian. It is sometimes known as Judas- 
tree and in the Northern States is highly 
prized as an ornamental. 


Chamaecrista fasciculata (Mich x ) 
Greene (SHOWY PARTRIDGE-PEA)—An erect 
or spreading annual herb 1 to 3 feet high, 
with showy yellow flowers sometimes 1 inch 
wide. It occurs in dry fields and meadows 
from Massachusetts to Florida, west to 
South Dakota and New Mexico. It is also 
called prairie senna, large-flowered sensi- 
tive-pea, and dwarf cassia. Sometimes an 
annual lespedeza is sown with it to provide 
a better soil-protecting cover. It is practi- 
cally the only legume occurring on land to 
be devoted to tobacco to which the tobacco 
farmer does not object. In Georgia and 
Florida it is considered an important honey 
plant, often occurring where few other 
honey plants are found and providing nectar 
in late midsummer before autumn honey 
flowers bloom. 


Chamaecrista nictitans (L) Moench 
(SENSITIVE PARTRIDGE-PEA)—An annual or 
sometimes perennial, erect or decumbent 
herb up to 2 feet in height, with small yel- 
low flowers about one-fourth inch long. It 
occurs in dry or moist, sandy soil from 
Maine to Georgia, west to Texas and Kan- 
sas.

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Description of Legumes 


Canavalia ensiformis DC (JAcKBEAN)— 
A coarse, bushy, or climbing annual herb, 
with purple flowers, introduced from the 
West Indies and grown in the Southern 
States to a limited extent as a: forage plant. 
The pods make good snap beans when less 
than 6 inches long, and the beans them- 
selves are reputedly used as a coffee substi- 
tute. It is also known as chickasaw-lima, 
swordbean, and sabrebean. 


Cicer arietinum L (CuHIcKPEA)—A hairy 
bushy Eurasian annual about 2 feet high, 
sometimes called garbanzo, adapted espe- 
cially to semiarid areas. The herbage is 
considered poisonous to livestock. It is 
much grown in southern Europe, Asia, and 
Mexico for its seeds, which are used for cat- 
tle and human food. In India it is a staple 
crop, called gram, and annually occupies 
some 14 million acres of land. 


Clitoria mariana L (CLiror1A)—An erect 
or ascending occasionally twining trifolio- 
late hardy perennial with large pale blue or 
pinkish flowers about 2 inches long. It has 
also been called butterfly-pea and occurs in 
dry sandy soil from New York to Florida, 
west to Missouri, Texas, and Arizona. 


Colutea arborescens L (TREE COLUTEA) 
—A yellow-flowered shrub native to south- 
ern Europe and northern Africa, sometimes 
15 feet in height. It is also called bladder- 
senna. 


Coronilla waria L (CRrowNvetcH)—An 
herbaceous perennial, with pinnate leaves 
and pinkish-white flowers in long-stalked 
clusters. In the eastern United States it is 
used as a hardy, trailing border plant in 
gardens. 


Coursetia—A genus including more than 
a dozen species of trees and shrubs, largely 
of South and Central America. Two species, 
both shrubs or small trees, occur in the 
United States. One of these is Coursetia 
axillaris C. and R., known as Texas cour- 
setia and baby bonnets, which is found in 
southern Texas. The other is Coursetia 
glandulosa Gray (C. microphylla Gray), the 
rosary coursetia, of southern Arizona. 


Crotalaria spectabilis Roth (SHowy crRo- 
TALARIA)—A tall branching annual,. with 
showy yellow flowers and large simple obo- 
vate leaves. It is native to India, but is 
now grown throughout the Tropics and lo- 
cally in this country, where it occurs as an 
escape from Virginia to Florida. It is used 
as a green manure and cover crop in sandy 





well-drained soils and has proved especially. 


valuable in Florida tung and citrus groves 
before the trees are tall enough to produce 
much shade. 


Crotalaria striata DC (STRIPED CROTA- 
LARIA)—An introduction from eastern Africa 
used somewhat as a green manure and cover 
crop in the South. It has large trifoliolate 
leaves, and the yellowish flowers are boldly 
streaked with purplish-brown ; hence the ver- 
nacular name here applied to the species: 


|Cytisus scoparius (L) Link (Scotcu 
BRooM)—An evergreen shrub up to 10 feet 
in height, producing masses of brilliant yel- 
low flowers in early Spring. It has been 
introduced from. Europe and is established 


in the northeastern and northwestern United | 


States. 


Daubentonia drummondii Rydb (RaAt- 
TLE-Box)—-A shrubby perennial, with pale- 
yellow flowers and narrow pinnately com- 
pound leaves that have as many as 60 leaf- 
lets. 


Desmanthus illinoensis Michx (ILLINOIS 
DESMANTHUS)—An erect or ascending her- 
baceous perennial up to 3 feet in height, 
with flowers and leaves similar to those of 
the preceding species. 

Dioclea multiflora (BoyKIN DIOCLEA)— 
A perennial purple-flowered shrubby climber, 
the only member of the genus found in this 
country. It occurs on shaded river banks 
from Georgia to Arkansas and Louisiana. 


Dolichos lablab L (HyAcINTH-BEAN )— 


A species of the Indian tropics, also called | 


bonavist, black-bean, and Egyptian bean, 
which has been used since ancient times in 
Africa and southern Asia much as cowpeas 
are used in the United States.

Description of Legumes 


Desmodium acuminatum Michx (SHowy 
TICKCLOVER)—A perennial 1 to 5 feet tall, 
with the leaves clustered about midway on 
the flowering stem, which bears rather 
showy purple flowers. It occurs in dry sandy 
or rich woodland situations throughout the 
eastern United States. 





Desmodium canescens (L) DC (Hoary 
TICKCLOVER)—An erect much-branched hairy 
perennial 3 to 5 feet tall, occurring in rich, 
moist woodlands east of the 100th meridian. 


Desmodium ciliare (Muhl) DC (LItTLe- 
LEAF TICKCLOVER)—A bushy perennial 1 to 3 
feet tall, occurring on dry open _ sites 
throughout the eastern United States. 





Desmodium dillenii Darl (DILLEN TICK- 
CLOVER)—An erect perennial 2 to 3 feet tall, 
with greenish to lavender flowers, occurring 


in woods throughout the eastern United 
States. 
Desmodium marilandicum (MARYLAND 


TICKCLOVER)—A slender perennial occurring 
in dry shaded areas throughout the eastern 
United States. 


Desmodium nudiflorum (BARESTEM 
TICKCLOVER)—A slender perennial up to 3 
feet in height. It differs from most species 
of the genus in that it consists of a leafless 
flower stalk arising from the base of the 
plant, with the leaves clustered on a sepa- 
rate sterile shoot. It occurs in dry woods 
throughout the eastern United States. 





Desmodium paniculatum (PANICLED 
TICKCLOVER)—A slender perennial 2 to 4 
feet tall, with narrow leaflets and purplish 
flowers, occurring throughout the eastern 
United States. 


Desmodium tortuosum (FLORIDA BEG- 
GARWEED)—A sparse annual or rarely peren- 
nial herb also known as Cherokee clover and 
purple tick trefoil. On good soil it may be 
5 to 10 feet high and somewhat woody. It 
is widely distributed in tropical America, 
occurring naturally in the Coastal Plain of 
Florida and Georgia. It is sometimes grown 
as a forage crop. 


Erythrina flabelliformis K earney 
(SoUTHWESTERN CORALBEAN )—A spiny shrub 
or small tree with elongate scarlet flowers. 
It is also known as chilicotte or Indian 
bean. It occurs in southern New Mexico 
and Arizona. 


Eysenhardtia polystachya (KIDNEY- 
woop)—A shrub or small tree with pinnate 
Jeaves and spikes of small white aromatic 
flowers. It occurs from ‘southern Texas to 
Arizona and is also known as rock brush, 
false-mesquite and, by the Mexicans, as palo 
dulce. It is considered good goat browse 
and is relished by horses and cattle through- 
out summer and fall. 


Galactia volubilis (DowNy MILKPEA)— 
A lavender-flowered prostrate perennial herb 
frequently climbing over bushes. and occur- 
ring in sandy soils from New York to Flor- 
ida westward to Tennessee and Texas. It 
is a variable species and varietal forms have 
been described. 


Galega officinalis L (COMMON GOATSRUE) 
—A deep-rooted Eurasian perennial with 
stout stems 3 to 4 feet high, racemes of 
purplish flowers and pinnate leaves. It oc- 
curs as an escane in Kansas. Colorado. and 
Utah, where it is grown as a garden orna- 
mental. 





Genista tinetoria L (WoapwAaxen)—A 
yellow-flowered European shrubby perennial 
also known as dyer’s greenweed or broom. 
It is escaped and naturalized on sterile hills 
and roadsides in the northeastern United 
States. 


Gleditsia triacanthos L (HoNneyLocust) 
—A tall tree of rich woods and floodplains 
from western New York to Georgia, west to 
Texas and eastern Nebraska. It has bipin- 
nate leaves, clustefs of greenish flowers, and 
long, many-seeded pods. It is widely planted 
in gullies and wood lots for erosion control, 
and in windbreaks to control wind erosion) 
in the Great Plains. Stock eat the young) 
growth and pods, which are high in sugar 
content.

Description of Legumes 


Glottidium vesicarium (BAGrop)—A tall 
widely branching annual herb up to 12 feet 
in height, with yellow flowers and pinnate 
leaves. It is also called bladder pod and 
occurs on moist sites of the Coastal Plain 
from North Carolina to Texas. The plant 
makes good growth in a short time in damp 
areas on depleted soils and may aid in ero- 
sion control if planted with a lower, closer 
ground cover. Cattle are known to eat the 
seeds.

Glyeyrrhiza lepidota Pursh 
LICORICE)—The only American 
perennial herb with axillary 
white, yellow, or bluish flowers, pinnate 
leaves, and prickly pods. It occurs through- 
out the States west of the Mississippi River 
in a variety of sites. It is of low palatability, 
and although shade-tolerant and a good soil 
binder it is in some places considered a 
weed, since it spreads rapidly by rootstocks 
and the prickly pods or burs are a nuisance. 

Gymnocladus dioica (L) Koch 
TUCKY COFFEETREE)—A tall 
with large compound leaves and terminal 
racemes of whitish flowers. It occurs in 
rich woods from central New York to Ten- 
nessee, west to South Dakota and Oklahoma. 
The leaves and pods are considered poison- 
ous to cattle and sheep, although cases of 
poisoning are infrequent.

Halimodendron halodendron oss (SALT- 
TREE)—A spreading shrub up to 6 feet in 
height with purplish flowers, also known as 
Siberian sandthorn, native to the salt steppes 
of central Asia. It is grown as an ornamen- 
tal for its handsome profuse flowers. 


Hedysarum —A genus of some 100 species 
of perennial herbs or small shrubs of the 
north temperate region. About 10 occur in 
the western United States, and one of these, 
the northern sweetvetch, Hedysarum boreale 
Nutt., extends across the northern plains 
into the Northeastern States. The plants are 
sometimes confused with species of Astra- 
galus but differ by having jointed pods, 
gland-dotted leaves, and squarish-tipped flow- 
ers. -They are sometimes called sullaclovers 
and sweetvetches, and are of fair palatabil- 
ity, being relished by all classes of livestock. 


Hoffmanseggia drepanocarpa Gray 
(SICKLEPOD RUSHPEA)—A species similar to 
the preceding. It occurs on dry hills from 
western Texas to Colorado and Arizona. 


Indigofera caroliniana alt (CAROLINA 
InpIGo)—A tall branching perennial herb, 
with pinnate leaves and yellowish-brown 
flowers. It occurs in pine woods from North 
Carolina to Florida and Louisiana. 


Krameria secundiflora DC (TRAILING 
RATANY)—A low-spreading perennial, often 
woody at the base, with simple leaves and 
red or yellow flowers. It is also called Texas 
ratany and sandbur and occurs on a great 
variety of soils from southern Arizona to 
western Texas northward in the Plains to 
Kansas. Its widely spreading roots and slen- 
der trailing, almost vinelike herbaceous 
stems, which develop from a woody crown, 
indicate promise as an erosion-control plant. 


Lathyrus venosus Mull (V EIN Y PEA- 
VINE)—A decumbent or climbing purple- 
flowered perennial occurring on river banks 
from New Jersey to Georgia and Texas. 


Lathyrus palustris L (MarsH PEAVINE) 
—A slender purple-flowered perennial of 
moist sites. It occurs from the New Eng- 
land States west to the Pacific Coast and 
also in Europe and Asia. 


Lens esculenta L (Lentit)—A much- 
branched annual, 1 to 2 feet tall, native to 
Southern Europe. Its highly nutritious 
seeds, one or two to the pod, have made it 
one of the important food plants of man 
since ancient time. It is only occasionally 
grown in the United States. The magnify- 


ing glass was called a lens because it was | 


shaped like the seed of this plant.

Lespedeza bicolor Turcz (SHRUB LESPE- 
DEZA)—A perennial bushy shrub 4 to 10 feet 
high, with fair-sized purple flowers. It is 
native to Japan but has been grown for some 
years as an ornamental in theEastern States. 


Lespedeza capitata Michx (RouNDHEAD 
LESPEDEZA)—A stiff erect perennial about 3 
feet tall, with yellowish-white flowers. It 
occurs in dry fields and open sandy woods 
throughout the eastern United States. 


Lespedeza frutescens (WAND LESPEDEZA) 
—An erect purple-flowered perennial 1 to 3 
feet tall occurring in dry upland soils 
throughout the eastern United States. 


Lespedeza serivea (SERICEA LESPEDEZA) 
—A deep-rooted somewhat bushy perennial 
about 3 feet high, with greenish-yellow flow- 
ers. The leaflets of the trifoliolate leaves 
are usually broadest at the square-cut tip. 
A native of Asia, it was first grown in this 
country in 1896 and is apparently well 
adapted to conditions from the Gulf States 
to about 100 miles north of the Ohio River, 
west to central Kansas and Oklahoma. It 
has survived several seasons in southern 
Vermont and southern Michigan and it has 
withstood winter temperatures of —17° F. 


Lespedeza striata Thunb (COMMON LES- 
PEDEZA)—A branching annual usually less 
than 1 foot in height, with blue-purple flow- 
ers. The three leaflets are elliptic in shape. 
They are less broad and the stipules are 
much less conspicuous than in L. stipulacea; 
furthermore the stem pubescence points 
downward, not upward as in L. stipulacea. 
Is it native to eastern Asia and was intro- 
duced into the southern United States prior 
to the Civil War. It is frequently called 
Japan clover. 

Lespedeza violacea (lL) Pers (VIOLET 
LESPEDEZA)—A much-branched, slender per- 
ennial, 1 to-3 feet high, with rather showy 
violet-colored flowers. It occurs in dry soil 
throughout the eastern United States. 

Lespedeza virginiea (L) Britt (SLENDER 
LESPEDEZA)—An erect wandlike or slightly 
branching purple-flowered perennial of dry 
soils throughout the eastern United States. 
It is shade-tolerant, a good soil improver, 
and a pioneer on bare areas such as shale 
road cuts. 

Leucaena—A genus of a dozen species of 
unarmed trees and shrubs, closely related to 
Acacia and Mimosa, and largely confined to 
tropical and subtropical America. 

Lotus americanus (Nutt) Bisch (AMER- 
ICAN DEERVETCH)—A variable _ slender- 
stemmed loosely branched annual 10 to 20 
inches high, usually with 3-foliolate leaves 
and pinkish flowers. It grows in dry sandy 
soil from Minnesota to Arkansas westward, 
frequently on acid soil. 

Lotus humistratus Greene (FooTHILL 
DEERVETCH )—A prostrate to ascending dif- 
fusely branched woolly annual with 3- to 5- 
foliolate leaves and yellow flowers. It occurs 
from southern California to eastern New 
Mexico and is also known as hill lotus and 
colchita. 

Lupinus parviflorus Nutt (LODGEPOLE 
LUPINE)—A slender perennial, 1 to 3 feet 
high, with light blue or sometimes white 
flowers. It occurs in meadows from South 
Dakota and Colorado to Utah and Montana. 

Medicago hispida Gaertn (CALIFORNIA 
BUR-CLOVER)—A yellow-flowered annual nat- 
uralized from Europe. It is adapted to cli- 
mates with mild winters and is most used in 
California and the other Pacific Coast States 
as a winter cover and green-manure crop 
and as a pasture plant. 

Medicago lupulina L (BLAcK MEDIC)— 
An introduced yellow-flowered European an- 
nual escaped in waste places throughout the 
country. It is also called nonesuch, hop 
medic, and yellow trefoil. 


Medicago sativa L (ALFALFA)—A deep- 


rooted purple-flowered perennial with sev- | 


eral stems from a root crown. It is second 
only to red clover as a forage crop in Amer- 
ica. It is known to have been cultivated 


in Persia about five centuries before Christ | 


and was first grown in the United States in 
Georgia in 1736, although it was not until 
it reached California from Chile in 1850 that | 
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Description of Legumes 


Melilotus alba Desv (WuHITE SWEETCLO- 
vER)—A _ white-flowered Eurasian biennial, 
also known as Bokhara clover, Bokhara mel- 
ilot, or white melilot, which develops a 
fleshy, somewhat branched taproot the first 
year and a fair top growth the second. 
Vigorous shoots, sometimes 10 feet high, will 
develop from buds near the root crown. 
There is an annual variety (M. alba annua 
Coe) known as Hubam clover or annual 
melilot, which, when seeded alone, grows 5 
to 8 feet high and matures a crop in 5 
months’ time. 


Mimosa biuncitera Benth (CarcLtaw mI- 
MOSA)—A low spiny shrub about 3 feet tall 
with heads of yellowish-white flowers; it 
occurs in dry rocky or sandy situations from 
western Texas to southern Arizona. 


Mucuna deeringiana (FLORIDA VELVET- 
BEAN )—A high-climbing annual, or usually 
so, with large trifoliolate leaves, red to pur- 
plish green or yellow flowers, and dark- 
colored pubescent pods. The velvet hairiness 
of the pods is irritating to the skin of some 
persons. The flowers are a source of honey. 
It is grown principally as a summer forage 
and soil-improving crop in the Southern 
States. 


Olneya tesota Gray (Tresota)—A small 
spiny-branched tree, 15 to 20 feet high, with 
clusters of purplish flowers that appear be- 
fore the pinnate leaves. 


Onobrychis viciaefolia Scop (SAINFOIN) 
—A pinkish-flowered long-lived deep-rooted 
perennial herb of southern Europe, also 
called holy clover and esparcet. The name 
sainfoin means literally “healthy hay,’ and 
in France the plant is much used for hay; 
there as well -as in England it also serves 
as the source of the very finest honey. 
It has not proved very successful as an 
erosion-control plant in this country. 


Ornithopus sativus Brot (SERRADELLA)— 
A slender-stemmed much-branched annual 
with rose-colored flowers, native of Spain 
and Morocco. It is cultivated as a forage 
and green-manure crop in central Europe, 
although used in this country only in ex- 
perimental trials, which have not shown 
promise. 


Oxytropis—A genus of some 200 species 
of perennial herbs and shrubs, which are 
distributed throughout north temperate re- 
gions. About 40 species occur in the United 
States, the great majority of which are na- 
tive to the Rocky Mountains and adjacent 
plains. They are much like Astragalus but 
differ by having the keel of the flower pro- 
longed into a beak. The genus includes spe- 
cies poisonous to cattle, as the crazyweed, 
Oxytropis lambertii Pursh. 


Parosela aurea (Nutt) Britt (GOLDEN 
DALEA)—A few-stemmed perennial herb about 
1% feet tall, with pinnate leaves and yel- 
low flowers, occurring in the plains and hills 
from South Dakota to Colorado, Texas, and 
Missouri. 


Parosela formosa (Torr) Vail (FEATHER 
DALEA)—A small drought-resistant much- 
branched shrub with tiny pinnate leaves. It 
has been called feather peabush and is a 
handsome plant when in bloom, for the 
flowers are rose-colored with yellowish 
standards. The shrub occurs from Utah and 
Colorado to Arizona and Texas. 


Parryella filifolia Torr and Gray (DUNE- 
BROOM)—A low much-branched drought-re- 
sistant shrub of New Mexico and Arizona. 
It has alternate, odd-pinnate leaves and nar- 
row spikes of small yellowish flowers, which 
are without petals. 


Petalostemum eandidum (Willd) Michx 
(WHITE PRAIRIECLOVER)—A . white-flowered 
perennial herb with several erect stems | to 
3 feet tall, widely distributed in the prairies 
from Canada to Texas and Louisiana. 


Peteria scoparia Gray (RUSH PETERIA) 
—A low spiny herbaceous perennial with 
rather large, greenish, pink-tinged flowers 
and pinnate leaves with tiny leaflets decid- 
uous from the rachis. It occurs in sandy 
areas from western Texas to southern Ari- 
zona but is nowhere abundant. It has a 
small edible tuberous rootstock called cam- 
ote de monte (mountain sweetpotato). 
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Description of Legumes 


Phaseolus polystachyus (THICKET BEAN) 
—A branched vine up to 15 feet in length 
from a perennial root, with purple or whit- 
ish flowers. It is one of the few widely dis- 
tributed species native to the United States, 
occurring in thickets from Connecticut to 
Florida, westward to Nebraska and Texas. 
It has been experimentally used as a road- 
side erosion-control plant with fair success. 


Pisum sativum L (GARDEN PEA)—The 
garden pea is a white-flowered tendril-bear- 
ing annual, native to the Mediterranean re- 
gion and eastward to the Himalayas. 

The field pea (var. arvense Poir.) is a 
cool-weather variety of the garden pea with 
brown- to black-speckled seeds in place of 
the green or yellow seeds of the garden pea. 
It is much grown in Canada; hence the 
name Canadian field pea. In the South it 
is used as a green-manure and winter-cover 
crop and is there known as Austrian Winter 
pea. 


Pithecellobium—More than 100 species 
of trees and shrubs occurring throughout 
the Tropics and subtropics. About five spe- 
cies are native to the United States, occur- 
ring in southern Texas and southern Florida. 
These include the Ebony blackbead or Tex- 
as-ebony, Pithecellobium flexicaule (Benth.) 
Coulter, which has edible seeds and durable 
wood locally used for fence posts, and the 
guajillo, huajillo, or blackbead, Pithecello- 
bium brevifolium Benth., also of southern 
Texas, which is of some importance as win- 
ter browse for sheep and goats. 


Prosopis chilensis (Mol) Stuntz (Mes- 
guITE)—A shrub or tree up to 20 feet or 
more, occurring from southwestern United 
States to Chile. It is sometimes called al- 
garroba and has bipinnate leaves with small 
narrow leaflets. sweet-scented. greenish-yel- 
low flowers in long cylindrical racemes and 
slender pods 4 to 8 inches long borne in 
drooping clusters. 


Prosopis pubescens Benth (FREMONT 
SCREWBEAN)—A shrub or tree of the South- 
west, with bipinnate leaves. spikes of yellow 
flowers, and spirally coiled pods. It occurs 
from west Texas to southern California. 


Psoralea esculenta Pursh (INDIAN BREAD- 
root)—A perennial herb of the Great Plains 
from Wisconsin to Texas and westward. 
It is about 2 feet tall, or less, has dense clus- 
ters of bluish flowers and palmately 5- 
parted leaves. In appearance the plant re- 
sembles a lunine, but lupines do not have 
tuberous roots nor gland-dotted leaves. 


Pueraria thunbergiana (Sieb and Zucc) 
Benth (Kupzv)—A vigorous fast-growing 
perennial vine native to Tanan and China 
and grown in the United States from Penn- 
sylvania to Florida. In the Northern States 
it has been used for some time as an orna- 
mental screen, largelv for its dense foliage 
of large attractive trifoliolate leaves. In the 
Southeastern States it is assuming an im- 
portant role as forage and for revegetating 
gullies and other eroded areas. As it does 
not seed heavily in the United States. it is 
best propagated from 2-year-old root crowns 
possessing fleshy roots and sound buds. It 
may also be grown from 1l-year-old seed- 
lings and bv noded enttings from 2-year-old 
vines. Under favorable conditions it mav 
produce a dense growth in 1 year, but 2 or 3 
years are usually necessary for it to develon 
a ground cover, after which the plant grows 
profusely and spreads rapidly. Its ranid 
growth and habit of rooting at the nodes 
make it especiallv efficient as an erosion- 
control plant. Since it climbs readily it 
must not be planted with trees or shrubs. 
which it may smother. It can, however. be 
controlled by plowing or heavy grazing. 


Rhynchosia erecta (Walt) DC (Erect 
RHYNCHOSIA)—An erect rather stout peren- 
nial herb 1 to 3 feet tall, with yellow flow- 
ers and trifoliolate leaves. It occurs in dry 
soils from Delaware to Florida, Tennessee, 
and Louisiana. 


Robinia pseudoacacial (BLACK Locust) 
—A tree originally occurring in the Appa- 
lachians and Ozark Mountains but now 
widely cultivated in the United States, 
southern Canada, and parts of Europe.

The common form of the plant in the South 
is a strain called Augusta vetch, much used 
aS a winter cover and green-manure crop. 
It is used as a pasture plant in Georgia, 
where it maintains itself by heavy reseeding 
year after year. To a limited extent it has 
been employed to control erosion on produc- 
tive field borders in the Southeast. 


_Vicia_ sativa - (CoMMoNn vetcH)—A 
vining Eurasian annual with stems 3 to 5 
feet long, also called English or smooth 
vetch and tare. There are many crop forms. 
The leaves have about 14 leaflets; the vio- 
let-purple to white flowers are usually in 
pairs on a very short stalk. It thrives in 
well-drained loamy soils and is a good soil 
improver. Thorough inoculation is neces- 
sary to produce a good stand on poor soil. 
Requiring a cool growing season, it is grown 
as a hay and silage crop in the Northwest 
and as a winter cover and green-manure 
crop in California, where it is also a seed 
crop of commercial importance. 


Vicia villosa Roth (Harry vetcH)—A 
slender twining European annual, often be- 
having as a biennial, with stems up to 12 
feet in length. It is very hairy, the leaves 
have 11 to 17 leaflets, and the blue-violet, 
rarely white, flowers are borne in long one- 
sided clusters. It is also known as sand 
vetch, villose vetch, Russian vetch, and win- 
ter vetch. It grows in a variety of soils, 
even clays, will resist more alkali than most 
legumes, and is markedly drought-resistant. 
Its chief uses are for hay, pasture, and

Adapted to a wide range of climatic 
conditions, but especially cold-resistant, it 
is mostly grown as a winter cover and green- 
manure crop. 


Vigna sinensis (CowpreA)—An annual 
more like a bean than a pea, with broad 
leaflets and long slender pods. Probably 
native to central Africa, it is now exten- 
sively cultivated throughout the southeastern 


United States and California. It is particu- 
larly valuable on poor, sandy soils and is 
grown for seed, hay, ensilage, and green 
feed. Its soil conservation value includes 
use as a cover and pasture plant and green- 
manure crop. In the warm humid parts of 
the Southeast only mildew-resistant varie- 
ties, such as Iron and Brabham, should be 
planted for wildlife, for which the seeds 
are usually available until midwinter. 


Voandzeia subterranea (CONGO GOOBER) ; 
—An African herb, with prostrate stems, 
from which arise upright trifoliolate leaves 
and small bright yellow flowers borne close 
to the ground. It has been sparingly grown 
in southern gardens for some time, and, 
like the peanut, buries its fruit underground 
before it ripens. It is widely cultivated by 
the natives of central Africa for its edible 
seed and is called Bambarra groundnut, hog- 
peanut, and goober. 


Wisteria — A genus containing half a 
dozen species of stout woody vines native 
to China, Japan, and eastern North America. 
They have compound leaves with 9 to 19 
leaflets and long drooping clusters of pur- 
plish, blue, or white flowers. Japanese wis- 
teria, W. floribunda D.C., native to Japan, 
is commonly cultivated as an ornamental in 
the United States and is considered one of 
the most attractive woody vines for temper- 
ate regions. Two species with lilac-purple 
flowers are native to the United States, 
namely, W. frutescens (L.) Poir. (W. spe- 
ciosa Nutt.), the American wisteria of the 
South Central and Southeastern States, and 
W. macrostachya Torr. and Gray, the Ken- 
tucky wisteria of the South Central United 
States. 


Zornia bracteata (BRACTED ZORNIA)—A 
perennial herb, with spreading or prostrate 
branches up to 3 feet in length, 2- to 4- 
foliolate leaves and yellow flowers in axil- 
lary or terminal bracted spikes.

(Seedsmen should remember that the tolerances are not for the purpose of permitting labeling to show higher quality than is 
actually found by test. The tolerances are provided to take care of the unavoidable variation in the results of tests and difficulty 
in bringing seed to uniform quality. It would be the part of wisdom to label the seed as indicated by test and certainly not to 
show higher quality than is indicated by test. There are numerous indications that seedsmen are applying the tolerance to the 
results of tests when labeling seed for shipment in interstate commerce. This is certain to lead to difficulty. The seedsman will 
need the protection of the tolerance if he labels the seed on the basis of the results of a test. If the tolerance is applied prior 


to labeling the seed, the seedsman in effect deprives himself of the protection of the tolerance.)

The time requirements for crops to reach edible size varies, of course, according to the seasons and varieties. Different soils also have a profound influence. 


A tomato, for instance, 


which in Southern New Jersey will mature in 90 days, may require from 100 to 110 days in sections further north having heavy clay soils. 


Allowance also must be made for the relative estimate of the yields, due to climatic and soil conditions. But the averages will be found to be fairly accurate on 
the basis of many years of observation.

If the court finds ‘the seed to be in such 
violation of the act and orders its condem- 
nation it shall be, denatured, processed, de- 
stroyed, relabeled or otherwise disposed of 
in compliance with the laws of the _ state; 
Provided, in no instance shall such disposi- 


tion be ordered by the court without first | 


having given the claimant an opportunity to 
apply to the court for the release of said 


seed or permission to process or relabel it |

STOP SALE AND SEIZURE 


The authorized agents of the Department of 

Agriculture shall seize or prohibit the sale 

of any lot of agricultural or vegetable seed 

being sold, offered or exposed for sale which 

appears to be in violation of this act or to 

fall below the statement on the label or tag. 

Said seed shall not be sold, offered or ex- 

posed for sale for seeding purposes until it 

is released by the Department of Agriculture, 

provided that the right to appeal to a court 

of competent jurisdiction to review any or- 

der, rule or regulation shall exist in all cases. 

Any seed, seized in accordance with the pro- 

visions of this act, found by a court of com- 

petent jurisdiction to be in violation of any 

of the provisions thereof may be disposed of 
by the Department of Agriculture.

CONDEMNATION OF SEED. 


Any lot of agricultural seed not in compli- 
ance with the provisions of this act shall be 
subject to seizure on complaint of the state 
seed commissioner to a court of competent 
jurisdiction in the area in which the seed 
is located. In the event that the court finds 
the seed to be in violation of the act and 
orders the condemnation of said seed, it 
shall be denatured, processed, destroyed, re-

Grimm Alfalfa—After Sept. Ist, 1930, no 
alfalfa seed shall be sold in Minn, as 
“Grimm” alfalfa in amounts of 30 pounds 
or more, except in sealed sacks bearing labels 
of the seed certification agency of the state 
in which the seed was grown. 
The name “GRIMM” when used to des- 
ignate the variety of alfalfa and referring 
to the seed of alfalfa shall mean and refer 
only to alfalfa seed, which may be traced 
through definite lineage to known Grimm 
alfalfa fields in Carver county, Minnesota. 
The size of the label shall not be less than 
two inches by four inches. Type not less 
than 8 point Gothic caps. 
Re-Germination Tests—Tests made the year 
previous to which the seed is offered for 
sale are not regarded as fulfillment of the 
law. Date of test shall not be more than 6 
thonths prior to date of sale. 
Lawn grass labels must be placed on the 
front of the carton.

Invoices and records of purchase or sale ot 
all seed by the dealer or seedsman shall be 
accessible for examination by authorized 
agent of the Department of Agriculture for a 
period of 3 years. 

Trucks or other motor conveyors transporting 
seed for sale on the public highways shal) 
have available for examination a bill of lad 
ing, waybill, or delivery receipt showing (1) 
the name of the shipper or party from whom 
purchased; (2) the name and address of the 
party to whom seeds are to be delivered; (3) 
the kind and amount of each separate kind of 
seed and (4) the name of the truck driver 
and truck line making the delivery. 


Farmer seed sold off the premises to be usea 
for planting purposes must be tagged. Seeds 
gathered in elevator or other establishments 
to be sold by farmers or others are subject to 
the act. ; 

Express, mail and freight, including truck 
deliveries to consumers of seed shall also be 
subject to provisions and rules and regula- 
tions pertaining to the enforcement of the 
Seed Law. 


New analysis tag bearing the name of the 





vendor or other party responsible shall be 
placed on seed after the original test date 
becomes 180 days old. 

Worthless seed may not be sold or given 
away for planting purposes. Seed will be 
considered worthless if it contains in excess 
of 244% total weeds or 300 noxious weeds 
per pound, or is of excessively low germina- 
tion or mislabeled seed, whose variety 1s 
unadapted and unsuited for seeding purposes 
in Mississippi.

Regulatory Announcement No. 17 


a. The use of the term ‘‘hybrid’, in connec- 
tion with seed corn offered or exposed for 
sale shall be restricted to first generation 
stock of a cross, the parentage of which in- 
volves one or more inbreds. 

b. An Inbred Line shall consist of a line of 
corn that has been developed as a result 
of about five generations of controlled self- 
fertilization and selection, and/or when the 
inbred line is relatively uniform and homo- 
zygous. 

c. A Foundation Hybrid (single cross) shall 
consist of the first generation of a hybrid 
between two inbred lines to be used in 
the production of hybrids containing more 
than two inbred lines, and/or an advance 
generation single cross (hybrid) which has 
been grown under controlled conditions, 
certified and designated to be used as a 
foundation hybrid. 

d. A Commercial Hybrid is the first generation 
cross to be planted for the production of 
feed or for any other commercial or farm 
use except for seed. It may be any one of 
the following: 

(1) A Double Cross—the first generation 
of a cross between two foundation hy- 
brids (single crosses). 

(2) A Three-Way Cross—the first genera- 
tion of a cross between a foundation 
ny bus (single cross) and an _ inbred 
ine. 





(3) A Single Cross—when the single cross 
is to be used for commercial production 
and not for the production of double 
or three-way crosses. 

(4) A Top Cross—the first generation of a 
cross between an inbred line and an 
vpen-pollinated variety. : 

The State Seed Commissioner is authorized tw 
be guided by such rules as have been adopted 
by the Corn Certification Committee of the 
International Crop improvement Association 
and by suggestions received from the North 
Dakota Agricultural Experiment Station. 

The Seed Commissioner is authorized to con- 
duct all work in connection with the registra 
tion and certification of hybrid corn on a Cosi 
basis.

b. Removal outside the boundaries of the 
state. 

c. Recleaned so that no noxious perennial 
weed seeds are present. 


SCREENINGS of any seeds or grains offered 


or exposed for sale shall be labeled as such 
and not sold as seed. They shall be free of 
noxious, perennial weed seeds. Screenings 
found to contain noxious weed seeds shall be 
subject’ to seizure and destruction by the 
Commissioner of Agriculture, his duly au- 
thorized agents or inspectors.

Hybrid designations shall be treated as variety 
names. 
RECORDS.—Each person handling — agricul- 
tural seed subject to the act shall keep for a 
period of 3 years a complete record of each 
lot of agricultural seed handled, except that 
any seed sample may be discarded 1 year after 
the entire lot represented by such sample has 
been disposed of by such person. 

SCREENINGS.—Screenings of any seed sub- 

ject to this Act, unless they are not intended 

for seeding purposes; and it is stated on the 
label, if in containers, or on the invoice if in 
bulk, that they are intended for cleaning, proc- 
essing, or manufacturing purposes, and not for 
seeding purposes, shall not be shipped in inter- 
state commerce. The term ‘“‘screenings’’ means 


chaff, sterile florets, immature seed, weed seed, 
inert matter, and any other materials removed 
in any way from any seeds in any kind of 
cleaning or’ processing and which contains less 
than 25% of live agricultural or vegetable 
seeds. 


AGRICULTURAL MARKETING 
SERVICE ANNOUNCEMENTS: 


Aug. 24, 1940—The use of ‘Affidavit Grimm 
Alfalfa” phrase is prohibited. The word 
“affidavit” is not a part of the name of the 
kind, type or variety which is required to be 
stated on the label. 

Sept. 23, 1940—Labeling Sweet Clover: If 
there is any uncertainty as to the proportion 
of sweet clover that is white blossom, the seed 
should be labeled as to kind only; namely, 
sweet clover. It is suggested that shippers 
of domestic sweet clover seed in interstate 
commerce will be adequately protected if they 
assume that yellow blossom sweet clover is 
present in the seed in a quantity four times 
the quantity of mottled seeds present. For 
example, if a sample of sweet clover contains 
1.3% of mottled seed, it should be considered 
to contain 5.2% yellow blossom sweet clover. 
The seed, therefore, should be labeled as sweet 
clover or in such a manner as to show that 
it is a mixture consisting of white blossom and 
yellow blossom sweet clover and the percentage 
of each. Yellow blossom sweet clover is con- 
sidered “other crop seed’? when present in seed 
labeled “white blossom sweet clover.” 

Aug. 6, 1941—The importation of mixtures, in 
any combination, of seed of suckling clover 
(Trifolium dubium), white clover (Trifolium 
repens), or cluster clover (Trifolium glomera- 
tum), for planting is not detrimental to the 
use of such seeds. 

Sept. 1940—Service tests on seeds in the 
Washington laboratory of the Agricultural 
Marketing Service has been discontinued be- 
cause of the amount of routine testing and 
other activities required in the administration 
of the Federal Seed Act. The extent of serv- 
ice testing in the Federal-State seed labora- 
tories is to be determined by the officials of 
the states in which the laboratories are 
located.
